I  have  the  honour  to  report  upon  the  health  and  sanitation  of 
tho  Distriot  throughout  1945  as  follows 


Tho  hoalth  of  tho  Urban  District  throughout  tho  year  1943  has 
boen  reasonably  good  d  There  wore  no  serious  epidemics 0 


Littlo  has,  as  yet,  boen  done  to  forv/ard  the  conversion  of  tho 
numerous  privies  and  pail  closets  to  the  water  carriage  system*  Ma re¬ 
houses  are  in  noed  of  minor  repairs,  are  leaky  and  insanitary,  only  the 
difficulty  of  finding  alternative  accoramodation  has  prevented  tho 
talcing  of  more  drastic  steps  against  tho  ownors  of  certain  properties* 
An  extensive  measure  of  rehousing  will  be  roquirod  when  building  again 
becomes  possible* 

„  It  is  certain  that  tho  sower© go  system  requires  a  oomplete 
overhaul*  A  groat  quantity  of  exco3S  water  has  daily  to  be  pumped 
from  tho  disposal  works  at  Middle  Rason* 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  wore  three  deaths  from  cancer,  but 
none  from  measles,  whooping  oough  or  diarrhoea.  Throe  male  infants 

undor  one  year  of  ago  died.  Thero  wore  38  live  births  of  which 

throo  were  illegitimate. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria  At  the  end  of  1943  it  was  estimated 
that  403*  of  undor  5  year  olds  and  42.7^  of  the  5  to  15  year  olds  woro 
immunisod .

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  of  work  in  the 
District  for  the  year  1943 • 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  reasonable  progress  in  the  Public 
Health  sphere.  In  several  directions  good  results  have  beon  achieved 

during  the  year,  though  there  remains  much  work  requiring  attention, 
particularly  with  the  low  working  class  housing  standard,  closet 
conversions  to  water-carriage,  old  drainage  and  betterment  of  general 
sanitary  circumstances. 

The  premises  of  cow -keepers  hove  received  regular  inspection# 
There  are  still  some  shippon3  in  poor  structural  condition,  at  which  it 
has  hot  been  possible  to  secure  the  necessary  improvements  due  to 
War  conditions,  those  have  not  escaped  attention  and  improved  cleanliness 
has  3hown  marked  progress  # 

Troubles  have  been  oxporionood  during  tho  year  with  the  District' 
Refuse  removal  and  disposal  scrvico  duo  mainly  to  tho  3hortago  of  labour# 
At  tho  ond  of  the  year  circumstances  wero  bettor  and  a  now  tipping  ground 
has  boen  brought  into  U30  and  improvomcnt3  mado  in  tipping  methods  of 
disposal  and  earth  covering  consolidation#  Avoilablo  tipping 

ground  in  tho  district  is  by  no  moons  plentiful  and  this  is  a  mot  tor 
to  which  I  fool  the  Council  should  pay  particular  attention  in  the  forth*
